TI = HE Apologies of Authors being prey but little 
minded, I ſhall decline every Thing of that Nature; 
and only acquaint the Reader, That in a former 

N N Book (Entitul'd the Pen- Man's Diverſion) ] attempted 

55 an Improvement of Writing, particularly the Round 
Hand) with ſuch Succeſs as Encourag'd me to hope 
this Performance would not be unacceptable to the Ingenious. 

The Round Hand being of general Uſe, I have ſhewn the greateſt 
variety of it in about Twenty four Pieces, written after different 
Modes, that the Curious may chuſe for themſelves what they think moſt 
beautiful and proper for their Imitation: Tho' the plain Manner of thoſe 
Pieces of Writing, which are put with the Alphabets of the Round-Text 
and Round Hands, is what I recommend as the beſt, to all who are 
willing to follow my Directions. 

The other Hands being either for Ornament, or the Uſe of ſuch who 
belong to the Law, and admitting of little or no Variety, I content- 
ed my ſelf with fewer Examples of them, but ſuch as might be moſt 
proper for the Learner to 1mitate. 

As for the Ornamental part of Penmanſhip, I have endeavour'd to aſſiſt 
Thoſe who have a Genius that Way, by giving them ſome Uſctul Hints 
in the Introduction, and ſhewing by the Examples what ſort of Dreſs every 
Hand will properly admit of. It muſt be confeſs d, This is not ot Uſe 
to Men of Buſmeſs; or any neceſſary Qualification of a Maſter, any fur- 
ther than Cuſtom, and the Praflice of the moſt Ingenious Pen. men have pre- 
vail'd to the making it ſo. Writing is the moſt ſubſtantial Part, the Im- 
provement of which all Pen- Men ſhould propoſe to themſelves chicfly 
to ſtudy. But yet the practice of Striking, and Sprigging of Letters are 
pretty Jigenious Exerciſes for Youths at their Leiſure Hours, and may 
alſo ſerye to pleaſe ſuch who admire the Fancy of the Pen, as well as the 
ſolid Uſes of it. 

From hence appears the Folly and 1 Nature of a LATE AUTHOR, 
in the Violent Noiſe he has made about Sprigging of Letters, and Penciling 
of Fhuriſbes; and tlie ſcurrilbus Treatment ot all other Pen. men upon that 
ſcore. | | . . | 
Whether he had given the World his Opinion or no, yet it jhad 
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been true and certain in the Nature of Things, that theſe are Mat- 
ters but of a Trivial Nature, in Compariſon to Miting; and there- 
fore dcſery'd not to be made the Occaſion of much Cavil and Diſpute. 
But (as ill Luck would have it) this very Author has declar'd as much 
himſelf ; and to ſhew that it was his Real Opinion, put himſelf to the 
Expence of getting another Mercenary Hand to tell the World in expreſs 
Terms, That theſe are no part of Writing. Beſides, there's this piece of 
Injuſtice over and above in ſuch Reflections; That they were made for 
what this Author takes the Liberty to prafiſe himſelf, unleſs thoſe 
ſprigg'd Letters, and Pencil d Flouriſhes in his own Book, were not of his own do- 
ing. Nay, which ought to be a powerful Argument with a Man in whow 
Velde, Materot and Barbedor are all Reviv'd: Theſe Practices were not 
only very common with thoſe Famous Maſters, but the particular Excel- 
lency of the greateſt of them all lay here, as is well known. And it had 
been but Civil even to himſelf and thoſe great Authors, conſider'd as re- 
vid in him (it he had not enlarg d in the praiſe of the Art of Sprigging 
and Flouriſhing yet at leaſt) to have ſpoken handſomly on't, and eſpecial- 
ly not to have rail d againſt it in ſuch a malignant manner as he has done. 
Could any Man ever enter ſo deep into a Plot againſt his own Ga? 
rafter, and Reputaticn, as to deſign to contradict, and by that means 


Expoſe himſelt in ſo many Reſpe&s ? If not, then how could this 4us 


thor tell the World, That the Preface to his Book has no ether De- 
fign than to preſerve the Art of Writing from Contempt: But he, of all Men. 
cannot think that the Noble Art of Writing can be in Danger of bein 
brought into Contempt by the Uſe of ſuch Ornament, becauſe Velde 
thought otherwiſe above a hundred Years ago; and can Velde Reviv'd + 

think after a different Manner? Beſides, he very well knows, That fſe- 
veral Late Authors, ſome of whom he intended to caſt this Refroach up- 
on, have made very conſiderable Improvements in Writing it ſelf, abſtract. 

ing from the Ornamental Part, about which all the Contention is rais d. 
So that 'tis plain, he could not believe, with all his Credulity, That 


there was any real Danger of Contempt coming to the 4rt: And if there 


was no proſpect of Danger, there could be no room for talking of a 
Deſign to vindicate and preſerye the 4rt; and if he had no other Deſign, 


as he declares he had not, then this Author's Preface was Written'with» 


out any Deſign at all, if we dare take his own Word for 't. But I'll be 
kinder to him in this Reſpect than he is to himſelf, and ſuppoſe him 
not to act without ſome Deſion: And what that was is caſily diſcover'd 
from the fine Eomplements he pays to himſelf and the rude manner in which 
he Treats the Reſt of his own Profeſſion. 

As for himſelf, we are told of his brave heroick Deſiens to preſerve the Art 
of Writing from Contempt, of the long ſtanding of his own Reputation; of the vaſt 
Encouragement he has met with from many Eminent Merchants and others, and of 
his honeſt Intentions to ſerve the Publick; and by the Way, I with him Joy of 
the late Diſcoveries he has made of his honeft Intentions o ſerve the Publick ; 
more ſuch will unqueſtionably heighten his Reputation conſiderably, 
and procure him yer greater Encouragement from Eminent Merchants, ALDER- 
MEN and others. As for all the reſt of the Profeſſion, they are Empericks, 
ſenſeleſs Pretenders, Men of little Knowledge, wanting Merit, guilty of Intolerable 
Fraud and Impoſition; Betrayers of Youth, and ſuch as lead them into a Labyrinth 
of Errors; Perſons driven to mean Shifts, in hopes by amuſing the Ignorant, 
to gain the Reputation of Maſters. | 

Certainly a Man who talks in this Stile can have no other Deſign 
than to make a Merit, by endeavouring to render all the Profeſſors of 
Writing, beſides himſelf, mean and contemptible. To have Vindicated 
the 47t, it had been ſufficient firſt to have ſhewn the Defects of the per- 
formances of other Pen-men, and then to have mended them ; and all this 
without abuling their Perſons, in ſuch a manner as diſcovers much leſs 
of the Gentleman-like Education he has had, than of the Breeding and Di/- 
cipline of a certain place, which is beneath mention for Scandal. 

It is true, thoſe Perſons who have impos'd upon the World other 
Mens Performances for their own, deſerye Cenſure, as well as ſuch whoſe 
love of Novelty and faulty Indulgence of a looſe and ung ;vern'd Fancy, have lead 
them to ſuch Extravagancies in twirling the Heads and Tails of their Let- 
ters one among another; that inſtead of Pieces of free and Natural Wri- 
ting, they have rather given us a lively Repreſentation of that ludicroxs 
Game well known in all Writing-Schools; and which often proves of ſo 
bad Conſequence to the Boys. But then he ſhould have confin'd his Sa- 
tyr to them who deferv'd it, and not have laſh'd about at Random, as 
it all who had appear d in Publick were alike guilty ; or he himſelf were 
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ſo blinded by Paſſion and il. Nature, that he could not diſtinguiſh Cha- 
racters, and know Men of Merit from meer Buffoons,or empty Pretenders, 
Since the beginning of this Undertaking, I have met with ſeveral 


Perſons who Thought all Printed Writing was only Fugrav'd upon 


a Plate without an Original firſt perform d, with an exactneſs anſwerable 
to what it diſcovers when taken off. Therefore for the Information of 


thoſe who are unacquainted with Things of this Nature, I ſhall take 


this Opportunity ta tell them, That /«ch Writing is firſt done upon Paper 


with an Ink without Gum; and taken off from thence upon the Plate; by 
rubbing the Back of the Paper with a Burniſher, till the perfect Impref- 
ſion of every Stroke and Letter is left behind; fo that the Engraver 
goes over upon the Plate, what was firſt perform d upon the Paper. 


And tho! every Stroke generally appears as perfect as twas when firſt 


Written; yet it Requires ſo Nice a Hand, as well as ſo good a Judg- 
ment for the Engraver to come any thing near to the Freedom of the 
Pen ; That our Nation has hitherto afforded us but two Perſons who 
arriy d to any conſiderable degree of Excellency in their Endeavours 
that way, and they arc the Ingenious Mr. John Sturt, and Mr. George 
Bickham, and both of them have done that Juſtice to the Pen, as publick- 
ly to acknowledge, There is ſomething in its performance when manag'd 
by the 5k#/ful hand of an Artiſt, ſo exquiſitely fine, as not to be reach d by 
the Graver, and conſequently not to be Repreſented in a printed Copy. 
I have taken the Liberty to write over [fol. 8.] a piece of Round Hand 
out of the famous Coll. John Ayres's Tutor to Penmanſhip, and fol. x1. ] 
another Piece of the ſame Hand out of the Ingenious Mr. Ambroſe Per- 
ling's Copy- Bool; alſo | fol. 19. ] one out of Mr. Charles Snells laſt Book. 
And if your Curioſity leads you to compare them together without 
Prejudice, you may eaſily ſee the Improvements which have been 
made in that Hand; which I hope may convince impartial Perſons, 
That all Mr. Snel's mean Infinuations of other People Counterfeiting his 
Works, and of his own preſerving the Art of Writing from Contempt, and 
the like are equally Yain and Romantick, as they are Malicious and

I. The Eſſential Properties of a good Piece of Miting are, a due Pꝛopoꝛztion 


of the Characters throughout che wltole; a juſt Dittance between the Letters 


themſelves, as well as the Words; with a Natural leaning or Inclination of the 


Letters one to another; a clean ſmooth Stroke, perform'd with a Maſterly Bola- 


weſs and Freedom, without which, the moſt regular Piece is like a dead Corps, whoſe 
Features, tho? they may be exact in Symetry, yet want that Spirit which only can 
render it an Oh jet both Valuable and Delightful. 

The Proportion of the feveral Letters in moſt Hands, are generally regulated by 
the o and , therefore let the making of them be firſt carefully practis'd, and then 
the other Letters which come from them, all which muſt be of the fame width and 
fulneſs of Stroke as they are of. 

The Proportion and Shape of Letters in any HA ND, ought to be the ſame, 
whetherxhey are written in a large or ſmall ſize, therefore let every HAND be
